To the Inhabitants of the Town of BARNSTEAD in the County of 
BELKNAP in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at BARNSTEAD TOWN HALL in 
said BARNSTEAD on Tuesday, the TENTH day of March, next at 
9:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
The second session for purpose of discussing and voting upon the 
Articles of the Town Warrant shall be held on Saturday, March 14th, 
1981 at 1:00 P.M. at the Barnstead Elementary School, and for all 
other business to come before the Meeting. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to apply for, 
receive and expend federal or state grants, which may become available 
during the course of the year, and also to accept and expend money 
from any other governmental unit or private source to be used for purposes for 
which the town may legally appropriate money, provided: (1) that such grants and 
other monies do not require the expenditure of other town funds, (2) that a public 

hearing shall be held by the selectmen prior to the receipt and expenditure of such 
mew —prants and (3) that such items shall be exempt from all provisions of RSA 32 relative 
to limitation and expenditure of town monies, all as provided by RSA 31:95-b. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize the

REPORT OF THE OSCAR FOSS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The annual reports of the Oscar Foss Memorial Library seem to read 
pretty much the same from year to year: the library having had a good 
year with more patrons borrowing more books; children reached by 
means of Story Hours, films and a Summer program of reading en- 
couragement; the librarians in touch with the library scene by atten- 
dance at area and district meetings. 

All this is as true of 1980 as of past years. To be specific, the indi- 
vidual efforts that add up to a “good” year were these: circulation was 
at a high of 7,062, a 10% increase over 1979; we sponsored a bookmark 
design contest at the elementary school with the winning entries 
printed for distribution at the library. We have benefited from the 
RALI (Rochester Area Libraries) co-operative in several ways, such as 
book-buying, an audio-visual co-op which has provided us with a film- 
strip projector, a listening center with ear phones, and cassette tape 
players, along with access to many educational and entertaining film 
strips and slide sets. The librarians have endeavored to fill each request 
for material with our own resources or through Inter-Library Loan 
from the state’s larger public and academic libraries and the State 
Library. We listen to patron’s requests and try to find patterns of 
interest and need and then buy books accordingly. It is the patron who 
really determines what is purchased and not the librarian. 

The renovation plans will go forward in 1981 with energy-saving 
and safety measures having priority. Storm windows, a new front walk 
and safer parking facilities will be completed. We have installed insulated 
window drapes and improved and modernized some of the electrical 
wiring. By 1982 we plan to have built a shelter around the rear exit 
door to eliminate a source of heat loss. 

The Friends of the Library have plans to provide new furniture for 
a comfortable reading area. 

Barnstead people need to be aware of proposed legislation which will 
benefit our State’s libraries and then inform our legislators of their 
concern. One of the six Library Commissioners, William Jenisch, is a 
local resident and is more than willing to discuss any aspect of public 
libraries with you. 

The library trustees have the difficult task of obtaining the funds, 
for additions of library materials, adequate salaries for library workers, 
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and the necessary upkeep of the building while keeping in mind the 
financial resources of the town. 

There is in Barnstead a heritage of support by townspeople and of 
downright devotion from trustees and librarians. I feel confident that 
this attitude will prevail in the future. 

Our recently-retired librarian, Ellen Grau, served the town well. 
During her 18-year term, the Oscar Foss Memorial Library became a 
true library with a well-rounded, well-organized, up-to-date collection. 
It is with her spirit of dedicated public service that we hope to continue 
and prosper.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. 
Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with 
Smokey Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national effort to 
check the spread of forest fires was implemented. 

New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century 
before this national campaign, when our legislature established our 
first forest fire laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed 
a town/city forest fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law 
enforcement in his municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground 
must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being 
kindled. All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his 
deputies as soon as they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is 
shared jointly by the town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as 
are forest fire prevention and forest fire training costs. 

This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has 
given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United 
States.

We 
should learn from what has happened to some other towns and cities 
in our state. 

We of the Conservation Commission feel that it is our duty to 
bring to your attention, and to make you aware, of these hazards 
which could endanger our very health, as well as deprive us of our most 
necessary natural resources, clean water and arable land.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


In addition to the routine duties of reviewing applications for land 
sub-divisions, the Planning Board has been involved over the past few 
years in developing a Master Plan for Barnstead. This Master Plan which 
is now required by’ State Law and is based on two comprehensive 
surveys of the Town’s interests and wishes for the future. The work on 
the Master Plan has been done by the members of the Board with no 
additional expense to the town. We have been assisted by the Lakes’ 
Region Planning Commission. The major thrust of the Plan is to pro- 
vide a road-map for future town development. The Plan covers many 
areas of town activity. Among these are: land usage, Public Works, 
Police and Fire, schools, Town facilities and the financial impact of 
the development of all these areas. Although it is intended that the 
planning process should never be completed, the initial draft of the 
Master Plan was finished in the Fall of 1980. At this time members 
of the Planning Board began presenting the Master Plan’s contents to 
various groups within Barnstead. Among these groups are: Selectmen 
and Road Agent, Police and Fire Chiefs, the Historical and Conservation 
Committees. Presentation of the material from the Master Plan was 
given to these groups in order to acquaint them with the material 
and solicit comments and criticisms of the work presented. It is the 
hope of the Planning Board that as many citizens of the town as possible 
will become familiar with the Master Plan and participate in implement- 
ing the recommendations made therein.

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STATE REPRESENTATIVE’S REPORT 


Steve Rollins, State Representative 
Barnstead, Belknap County, District #4 


This report is being submitted at a period when legislative action is 
just gathering momentum. 

The Sunset Committee reviews are taking precedence in all General 
Court committees at the present time and will consume many hours 
in the future. 

To acquaint the public: The General Court of N.H. adopted the Sun- 
set Act in 1977 because of the realization that governments like people 
fall into bad habits. The purpose of the Sunset Act is to help state 
government correct them after the discovery of their existence in the 
various state departments. 

Under Sunset every state agency and program is automatically 
terminated on a regular schedule. Before the termination date the des- 
ignated committee (Sunset Committee) investigates and makes their 
report to the legislature to take final action. 

The report of legislature might indicate termination or merger with 
another department, however, final action is in the hands of the legisla- 
ture. This is a complex and time consuming, but, necessary function of 
state government if the Budgetary process is to be properly examined. 

Of immediate interest to local taxpayers is the county budget which 
has to be approved by all of the Representatives from Belknap County. 
They are known and referred to as the County Delegation. 

Meetings are held every Monday night from December until March 
until final approval of the budget submitted by the County Com- 
missioners is approved. 

Attendance by the Delegation, chaired by the capable Mike Hanson 
of Laconia, is excellent and performance indicates a sincere concern 
for the taxpayer who pays the bills. 

I want you to know I share the concern of the delegation in the 
practice of frugality wherever possible and will work to accomplish that 
objective by participating in each and every meeting.

In past reports, I have always had words of encouragement for the 
local communities regarding the problems of state government.~This 
year, I cannot be quite so optimistic. 

Although New Hampshire continues to be a bright light in the 
nationwide gloom over economic growth and productivity, many other 
money-related problems have caught up with us. The primary one, 
of course, is inflation. It affects government at all levels no less than 
it affects us in our private pocketbooks. 

There is little agreement on how large the state deficit is or how to 
cure state financial ills in general. The major difficulty with both 
state and county budgets is that over half the bottom line is outside 
the control of the legislature, either as a result of federal mandate or 
negotiated employee pay contracts, an unending circle which, it seems, 
cannot be broken. 

The legislature, however, is trying to cope in certain areas. For 
example, we are deeply involved with “Sunset” review of state agencies 
and problems in an effort to streamline the bureaucracy. In another 
area, each piece of legislation we review now must include a “fiscal 
note,” the financial impact of the proposal. In essence, the word has 
gone out that if there is no way to finance a new program, it will not 
be created. 

We are squarely facing a policy issue we have ignored at all levels of 
government for too long: Are we willing to pay for public programs, 
and if we are not, which ones are expendable? 

The only answer can come not from government, but from the 
public which foots the bill. 

By comparison, all other legislative efforts will pale. However, a 
major issue looms over redistricting. Growth in Belknap County will 
result in the addition of one new representative as well as a reorientation 
of the communities in Belknap District #4. Any large controversy here 
will concern the communities to be included in our state senatorial 
district. 
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I have been reassigned to the Committee on Resources, Recreation, 
and Development, an excellent location from which to serve the interests 
of Alton, Barnstead, and Gilmanton. 

I continue to hold office hours and welcome your comments during 
these informal sessions, or by mail: P.O. Box 97, Alton Bay, 03810, 
or by telephone: 875-5140.

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BARNSTEAD SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
MARCH 14, 1980 


The Annual Meeting of the School District of the Town of Barnstead 
was held on Friday, March 14, 1980, in the Barnstead Elementary 
School auditorium to vote on District Affairs. 

The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Richard Golden 
at 7:30 p.m. There were approximately 130 people present. 

The meeting was opened with the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. 

Results of the March 11, 1980 election were read: 


Richard Golden, Moderator Sandra Tothill, School Board 
Muriel Chapman, Clerk member 3 years 
Warren Fraser, Treasurer Lorraine Jones, Auditor 


Sandra Tothill was sworn in as School Board Member by the 
Moderator. 

All were instructed by the Moderator as follows: No more than two 
amendments would be allowed for each article. Motion for the previous 
question is in effect until there is a call for debate. A 2/3 vote is re- 
quired to pass. If you have a motion on an amendment please put it 
in writing so it may be copied by the Clerk. 

Articles of the Warrant, Page 114, and 115, were read by the Moder- 
ator. It was also announced that a copy of the warrant was posted at 
the place of meeting and at each post office in Barnstead and at the 
Town Hall by Bruce Caldwell. 

ARTICLE I. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer and fix the compensation of any other offi- 
cers or agents of the district. Motion was made by Peter Yelle and 
seconded as follows: I move the salaries of School District Officers be 
approved as follows: Moderator $20; Clerk $20; Chairman of the 
School Board $150; School Board Members $125 each; Treasurer 
$200; and Auditor $25. Motion was carried by voice vote. 

ARTICLE II. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committee, 
or Officers chosen to pass any vote relating thereto. Motion was made 
by Mary Gosse and duly seconded as follows: I move the reports of 
Agents, Auditors and Committees of the School District be accepted 
as printed in the Annual Report. Motion was carried by voice vote. 

ARTICLE III. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $9,000 for the purpose of hiring a physical education 
teacher. (Submitted by Petition) (Not recommended by Budget Com- 
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mittee). Motion was made by Mr. Tiede to table the motion indefi- 
nitely. The Moderator announced that no motion to table indefinitely 
would be accepted. Motion was made by Peter Yelle and duly seconded 
as follows: I move the district vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$9,000 for the purpose of hiring a physical education teacher. 

In response to the question addressed to the School Board Mem- 
bers: Why do we need a physical education teacher? The answer was: 
it will improve the education of our children, however, no physical edu- 
cation program may be conducted without a first aid teacher. Physical 
education on a part time basis is currently being handled by Mr. Haley 
who was hired as an aid and he also teaches History. If a full time physi- 
cal education teacher were hired it would eliminate the need for one 
aid. The cost per thousand for hiring a full time physical education 
teacher would be $.25. 

Mr. Dew asked Peter Yelle to list all of the areas in which the school 
is lacking. The question was turned over to Mr. Russell who listed Art, 
Music, Physical Education, Guidance and Home Economics. The sugges- 
tion was made that these subjects could be taught on a part time basis 
but it would be impossible to find a teacher who is certified in all of 
these areas. Mr. Neister feels we are spending too much money on the 
school and recommends it should be done much more economically. 
Mr. Russell said that Barnstead spends an average of $864.86 per 
student while the State average is $1,288.00 per elementary school 
student. For a complete physical education, even though we have the 
facility, it would require considerable additional expenditure for 
equipment, showers, lockers, etc. The general concensus was that 
the physical education should be incorporated into the current 
program and should not require a special teacher. Motion was made by 
Phil Hodgman and seconded that we close the debate. Article III was 
defeated by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE IV. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $9,000 for the purpose of hiring a sixth grade teacher. 
(Submitted by Petition) (Not recommended by Budget Committee) 
Motion was made by Peter Yelle and seconded as follows: I move the 
District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $9,000 for the pur- 
pose of hiring a sixth grade teacher. Ms. Dudley quoted projected fig- 
ures of students by grades next year as follows: Grade 1 anticipated 50, 
Grade 2 anticipated 50, Grade 3 anticipated 46-50, Grade 4 projected 
46-47, Grade 5 projected 47, Grade 6 projected 46, Grade 7 approxi- 
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mately 40, and Grade 8 approximately 40. It is anticipated that if we 
do not hire a sixth grade teacher and there is an increase in the number 
of students in the fall the class could be as large as 46. In response to 
the question: What does an aide do? The response was: We have 5 
aides in the school and they put in a 6 hour day. It is not a full time 
position. An aide prepares and duplicates material, collects milk money, 
has recess duty, helps the teacher with individual students, helps with 
tests, prepares bulletin board material, etc. The main function of an 
aide is clerical. Aides are not necessarily certified. Mr. Bly asked if 
teachers are hired for specific grades, the answer is yes. On request 
the names of the signers of the petition were read. The State recom- 
mendation for teacher-pupil relationship is: Grades 1-3, 25 students; 
Grades 3-8, 30 students. The School Board has recommended hiring a 
sixth grade teacher, it was removed by the Budget committee and put 
back by petition. 

There are some volunteers coming into the school but many more 
are needed. Motion was made to close the debate and seconded. Motion 
passed. The Moderator called for a vote on the question. He was not 
satisfied with the results of the voice vote and appointed four people 
to count the standing votes. When the votes were counted there were 
54 votes in favor and 95 against. The motion for #IV was defeated. 

The Moderator asked if anyone wished to question the outcome of 
the vote. There were not any objections. Betty Conrad made the an- 
nouncement that a check list was available should one be required. 

ARTICLE V. To see what sum of money the district will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officers and agents and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district. Motion was made by Peter Yelle and duly 
seconded as follows: I move that the District raise and appropriate 
$826,753 for the support of schools for the salaries of school district 
officers and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of 
the District. Motion was made by Pat Reil and seconded that we take 
the budget up item by item. The motion was carried. 

In response to the question “why was the format changed?” Ms. 
Dudley responded that it was a recommendation by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. Next year the format will be the same. 

#1000 Instruction 

1100 Regular Programs $229 894.00 

Motion was made and duly seconded to accept the recommended 
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budget for Regular programs in the amount of $229,894. This figure 
does not include the $18,000 included in the School Board’s budget 
for two new teachers. The funds under the regular programs cover reg- 
ular teachers’ salaries, substitutes’ salaries, Health insurance, Workman’s 
Compensation insurance, General supplies, art supplies, physical educa- 
tion supplies, Retirement, F.I.C.A., unemployment compensation, 
work books, etc. Included in the figure is the sum of $800 to be used 
for Math and Reading tests. All of the children will be tested with 
professional tests. 

In response to a question about the use of the school gym it was 
noted that local groups are allowed to use the facility free of charge. 
Any other groups are required to pay a fee of $60.00 for the use of the 
school. Last year after all expenses were deducted the net income was 
$16.50. All monies derived from this go into the General Fund. A call 
for the question closed the debate. The motion to accept the figure of 
$229 894 was carried by voice vote. 

#1200 Special Programs 

Motion was made and seconded to accept #1200, special programs, 
for the recommended figure of $282,467. The figure stated shows an 
increase of $50,000 more in tuition fees. More students are going to 
Pittsfield, Alton, and Gilford. Next year the tuition to Pittsfield will be 
$1,600 per student. Motion to accept item #1200 at a figure of 
$282,467 was carried by voice vote.

Motion was made by Mr. James and seconded that we accept items 
#1400-2220 as follows:

The state included in item #2220 Educational media the sum of 
$3,054 consisting of an increase of salaried aides (6 people) one is a 
para-professional, one is for special education, allowing a raise of 
$.25 an hour raising it from $3.10 an hour to $3.35 an hour. Included 
also are replacement of Library equipment, new library equipment, 
periodicals, newspapers, new furniture, and T.V. audio-visuals. Next 
year it will be broken down. The motion to accept #’s 1400-2220 
was passed by a voice vote.

Motion was made and seconded to pass #2310. Motion to accept 
#2310 was carried by voice vote. Mr. Russell explained that the reason 
the Supervisory Union budget has increased is the fact that the town of 
Moultonboro has pulled out of the Union. As a result, 21% of the sup- 
port of the Union had to be distributed to four towns. Due to the 
increase in population the percentage of contribution is less than 9%. 

#2400 School Administration Services 24,387.00 

Motion was made and duly seconded to accept item #2400 as read. 
Mr. James made a motion to amend #2400 by increasing it by $700 to 
cover the cost of a new mimeograph machine for the school. The 
motion to amend was seconded making the new figure $25 087 instead 
of $24,387. The reason for the request was that papers coming home 
from school to the parents were in many cases not legible because of 
poor copies. On the Spirit machine now in use a new stencil is required 
for approximately every 50 copies. The vote on the amendment was 
defeated. Motion to accept the original figure of $24,387 was carried 
by a voice vote. 

#2500 Business Services 

Motion was made and seconded to accept items #2500, 2600, 4000 
and 5000 all together.

Reference Item #2560 Food Service is to be compensated by Fed- 
eral Funding to compensate for the increase. At the moment the pro- 
gram is in the black. 

Fire chief, Bill Gosse, asked if conversion could be made so that all 
of the locks on all of the doors in the School could be converted toa 
one-key system. The School Board agreed the conversion would be 
done using money from the building fund. 

Concern was expressed about whether the curtains on the stage 
are fireproof. The principal stated the concern about the curtains 
will be taken up along with a list of necessary adjustments being dis- 
cussed. 

Mr. Russell announced that the F.H.A. Loan has been approved for 
20 years at a 5% interest rate. Paper should be ready this week. The old 
loan will terminate mid-April 1980 and the F.H.A. Loan will take 
over at that time. Mr. Hodgman called for the question. Motion to close 
the debate was made and seconded. Carried by voice vote. Motion to 
accept items #2500-5100 was carried by voice vote. 

Motion was made by Peter Yelle and duly seconded as follows: I 
move that the District raise and appropriate $826,753 for the support 
of schools for the salaries of school district officers and agents, and 
for the payment of statutory obligations of the District. Motion was 
carried by a voice vote. Motion was made by Bill Gosse and seconded 
to include the $59,177 revenues and credits available to reduce tax 
rate. Motion was carried by voice vote. 

ARTICLE VI. Motion was made by Mary Gosse and duly seconded 
as follows: I move that the District authorize the School Board to make 
application for and receive in the name of the District such advances, 
grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational purposes as may now or 
hereafter be forth-coming from the United States Government, the 
State of New Hampshire, or any Federal or State Agency. Motion 
was carried by voice vote. 

ARTICLE VII. Motion was made by Bill Gosse and seconded as fol- 
lows: I move that the District establish a contingency fund to meet the 
cost of unanticipated expenses that may arise during the year.’ Motion 
was carried by voice vote. 

Motion was made by Mr. Neister and duly seconded as follows: I 
request that the School Board examine the heating problem of the

school and obtain the necessary controls or equipment that would put 
the heating system on a time clock so that the heat will be set at 55° 
off school hours and would reset to normal 65° during school hours, 
during normal heating season with 7 day week controls to take care 
of Saturday and Sunday. This is a recommendation only. A 1975 
investigation showed that there is a clock on the system now. The sys- 
tem does not seem to control the heat as desired. Mr. Collins suggested 
that the Brockman Control valve would be satisfactory. The thermostat 
with the Brockman Control valve when locked would set the thermo- 
stat at 65°and 55° based on his experience with this type of valve con- 
trol. The Board agreed to examine the problem of solving the heat 
loss. An offer of help came from a gentleman who is a resident of 
Barnstead. He agreed to make a thorough study of the heating problem 
on his own time. Motion was carried by voice vote. 

ARTICLE VIII. Motion was made to adjourn and seconded. Motion 
carried. Meeting adjourned at 11:05 p.m.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and citizens of the Barnstead School District, 
I respectfully submit this 1981 report as your Superintendent of 
Schools. 

This has been a transition year for the Barnstead School District 
in two respects. The decision to form Supervisory Administrative Unit 
#51 for the districts of Alton, Barnstead, and Pittsfield, and the Board’s 
subsequent decision to name Union #49 Assistant Superintendent F. 
Andre Paquette, Superintendent-Elect has enhanced the transition 
process at the central office. Mr. Paquette and I have jointly agreed 
to restructure our working relationship with the Barnstead School 
Board in order to increase his responsibilities with the Barnstead Board 
and decrease them with the Governor Wentworth Regional Board. 
This should ensure a smooth administrative transition for July 1, 1981. 

Principal Cheryl Dudley is in her third year with Barnstead. Her 
job has been complicated by a large turnover of the staff. 

These changes have had a traumatic impact on the Barnstead School. 
Ms. Dudley is doing an excellent job in dealing with the resultant issues 
and problems associated with the personnel changes. The difficulties 
associated with the administration of public schools are not easily 
understood by the general public. You should know that I am pleased 
to have been able to work with Ms. Dudley albeit in a supportive and 
secondary role. 

The major issue that you have to address as a district is the need to 
raise teacher salaries. It is crucial that the District address this problem 
in order to stabilize the faculty. The constant turnover of faculty has 
had a negative effect on teaching the children even basic skills. This 
problem must be addressed immediately. 

I would like to express my sincere thanks to the Barnstead School 
Board Members for their support and understanding during this difficult 
transition year. They are indeed dedicated public servants. I extend 
best wishes to F. Andre Paquette, my good friend and colleague, in 
his future efforts as Superintendent of S.A.U. #51.

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BARNSTEAD ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


To Mr. F. Andre Paquette, Assistant Superintendent, Members 
of the Barnstead School Board, and the Barnstead Citizens, I submit 
my third annual report. 

This report addresses the following areas: Curriculum and Planning, 
Scheduling and Transportation, Facility, and Students. 


Curriculum and Planning: 

The instructional program at Barnstead currently meets sixty-five 
percent of the state recommendations for an elementary school’s 
curriculum in New Hampshire. Given fiscal realities, the Barnstead Dis- 
trict is facing important decisions regarding which improvements should 
be made immediately and which ones necessitate long range planning. 

Improvements need to be made in the science and social studies 
programs in regards to skills taught and available materials. 

The mathematics and reading programs are functioning at a more 
sophisticated level. However, they require constant attention to main- 
tain a program’s quality. 

The Language Arts program is in the initial stages of being coordi- 
nated regarding skills, program inventory, and budget. Attention needs 
to be given to a systematic replacement of the textbooks in grades 
one through eight. 

The Palmer Penmanship Program has been adopted in grades one 
through eight. 

Health and Physical Education were formally instructed this year 
in all grades. The four teacher aide positions were dissolved to provide 
for this full time position. Students participate in physical education 
twice per week and health once. At some point, completion of the 
shower rooms in the new wing should be considered. 

All of the subject areas need to be examined after the accountability 
program and results are available this summer. 

In summary, the district’s work in curriculum needs to be continu- 
ous in each subject every year. A program cannot be started with great 
excitement, investment and effort and then laid to one side in follow- 
ing years. 


Scheduling and Transportation: 
This year, the elementary students’ schedule was developed around 
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their educational needs. In previous years, first grade students have had 
a longer instructional day than high school students. By the changes 
implemented this year, students have a compact, busy daily schedule. 
Another outgrowth of this schedule change was the elimination of 
bi-weekly rescheduled time days. Instead, three days during the year 
were identified for parent-teacher conferences and a teacher workshop. 

Attention does need to be given to the transportation of high school 
students. Today’s job market requires a high school diploma for a major- 
ity of basic employment situations. High School students in Barnstead 
are in an especially difficult position, because high school students 
cannot as an individual family unit afford individual bus tickets, just 
basic attendance can be a problem. 


Facility: 

The school has established a basic preventative maintenance pro- 
gram, which, through yearly planning and repairs, is designed to reduce 
costly and major problems. This does necessitate a constant financial 
support. Currently included in these are: the heating and boiler system, 
office equipment, clock system, and fire alarm system. 


Students: 

The student behavior code is in its second year of implementation. 
It provides a more consistent, clear statement for students of the basic 
behavior expected. Co-operation and mutual support between the home 
and school is one of the most crucial factors in ensuring good student 
behavior. 

The Barnstead Staff would like to extend an invitation to all Barn- 
stead Citizens to visit the school when it is in session. We are proud of 
our students and hope that you will share your interests and time 
with us on occassion.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE REPORT 


The dental fluoride program is in full swing again this year. It began 
earlier this year, so we are hoping for even better results. The children 
in grades 1 thru 5 participate in daily tooth brushing and weekly 
fluoride rinsing. This program is at no cost to parents, as it is provided 
by the state. We are hoping by next year to have the dental hygienist 
back in our school system. They provide a cleaning and fluoride ap- 
plication program for the children at minimal cost. 

The Health curriculum has been expanded this year. I am teaching 
the health classes thru grade 3 and one 4th grade class. Mr. Kalish is 
teaching the upper grades. The Early Childhood and first grade classes 
are learning about good health habits, safety, feelings, food groups, 
teeth, conservation and pollution. The second grades are learning about 
feelings, the five senses, safety, good nutrition, good health habits, 
about the hospital, teeth and pollution. The third grades are learning 
about personal feelings, parts of the body, good health habits and 
pollution. The fourth grade is involved in an individualized program. 
They are taking a basic first aid course. They will learn how to take 
care of simple cuts, treat shock, stop nosebleeds and many other skills. 

The Pittsfield Medical Association will be doing physicals on the 
children in grades three, five and seven. They have already begun. 
These physicals are important and do pick up some problems, that 
may have otherwise gone undetected. 

Most of the children have had their annual eye and ear exam. If you 
were notified that your child had a problem please follow this up with 
an exam by your own doctor. The form with your doctor’s findings 
should be returned to the school. 

We are working on bringing all children up to the state standards 
on immunization. This means that all children should have 4 DPT’s, 
4 Polio’s, 1 Measles, 1 Rubella and 1 Mumps shot. If your child is not 
properly immunized, he could contract one of these diseases. There was 
an outbreak of measles in this state last year and an increase in German 
measles this year. If your child received his measles vaccine prior to his 
Ist birthday it is not effective, and he needs to be re-immunized.
